from place to place- Upon their 
feet too rests the entire body 
weight of that vast host of 
workers wh G must stand thiou 
ghout their working hours. 

Personal comfort and efficien 
cv depend, to a considerable ex¬ 
tent, at least for many people 
upon the conditio n of their legs 
and feet . The bones of the feet 
are like a pile of jointed blocks 
held in place by muscles and lift 
aments* II the bones aie pushed 
out of place the feet cease to 
1 unction adequately as supports 
or flexible carriers, and trouble 
will likely result. 

As parts of the body, the 
feet may sutler from general 
disorders which attack the 
body. The extra strain imposed 
by an overweight body may be 
the cause of foot troubles. 
While this i s true, most of the 
dilficulties come from the direct 
misuse or abuse of the feet 
themselves. 

Despite the nudist cult, we 
belong to a civilization that 
clothes itself. The bathing bea¬ 
ches however, reveal to all the 
fact that feet are of many dif 
lerert kinds and shapes. The 
manner i n which our feet are 
clothed is importnt because of 
the discomfort which follows 
upon the wearing of shoes and 
stockings which do not fit our 
feet. 

The shoe needs to he longer 
than the foot as otherw ise the 
toes are forced back with each 
step that is taken, the joint of 
the big toe suffering particular¬ 
ly. Short shoes are the common 
(ause ot bunions. Unless this 
same big toe joint is to escape 
unreasonable pressure the shoe 
must be a s deep as the joint. 

Corns and callouses are caus¬ 
ed by irritation, due to pressure 
or rubbing. Shoes which are 
either too tight or too loose 
p»av 1>3 responsible. The same 
results come from socks and 
stockings which aie f 0 tight as 
to exert pressure or so loose as 
to get into creases. 

The most common cause of 
tired legs is varicose .veins* In 
other cases, the feet are respon¬ 
sible. It is not that bunions, 
corns, callouses or tired legs arc 
serious in that they will have 
any effect upon longevity or the 
occurrence of disease hut rath¬ 
er, the amount < f discomfort 
for which they are responsible 
makes them important. 

Varicose veins may ho cor¬ 
rected by early treatment- Pro¬ 
per care may, at least, prevent 
them from becoming worse. Var 
ions treatments may r»ive some 
relief for the feet, hut in no case 
can there fee any real recovery
